S. Lebanese refugees 
board boats for Beirut

HAIFA. - Nearly 900 Christian re- 
fugees from South Lebanon left 
Haifa for Beirut on three small 
Lebanese ships on Friday afternoon. 

The refugees were mostly from 
die Sidon- Jezrae area. They had fled 
south to the Israeli-occupied zone 
dunng the past 10 days to escape 
massacres at the hands of Palesti- 
nian. Shi ite and Druse militiamen 
who conquered their villages after 
the Israeli withdrawal. 

They were brought to the Kishon 
harbr*ur in a fleet of over 20 Egged 
buses through the “good fence" at 
Metal la. On arrival they were 
helped off the buses by women sol- 
diers w ho disrri bu ted cold drinks and 
cakes and sweets to the children. 

As they alighted many of the 
Christians called out ' Thank you 
brae!** and "Peace on Israel”. 

The refugees had only the cloches 
they wore and the pitiful hand bag- 
gage of the refugee who has to flee m 


a hurry: suitcases tied with rope and 
plastic shopping bags stuffed to the 
bursting point. 

As the long line of buses drew up 
on the quay and the refugees slowly 
boarded the small ships clutching 
their luggage, an Israel navy major 
was unable to hold back his tears. 

The whole area was cordoned off 
and there was a soldier on each bos 
as well. 

The three ships were the “Charlie 
I," a former Greek carfeny; “Char- 
lie n,*' formerly a Panamanian- 
registered passenger ferry named 
AHsur Blanca (which some months 
ago was intercepted between Cyprus 
and Beirut by the Israel navy and 
brought to Haifa to be searched for 
suspected terrorists); and “Grey 
Wing," a cockleshell harbour pas- 
senger launch which took only 50 of 
the refugees. 

The Httle convoy which bad ar- 
rived in Haifa shortly after noon 
after a 12-hour sailing from Beirut 
left at about 4 p.m.

Refugee describes Moslem pogrom

HAIFA. - The terror they were 
fleeing from was obviously upper- 
most in the minds of most of the 
refugees, who left Haifa for Beirut 
on Friday, 

George Esiephan told of the 
attack by Shi'ite Palestinian and 
Druse forces on the Christian vil- 
lages in the Kharroub region north 
of Sidon. 

“They came in the middle of the 
night and were heavily armed, but 
they did most of their killing with 
knives. That’s how much they 
wanted our blood he said. 

Estepban. a student at the Amer- 
ican Lai versiry in Beirut, had been 
in his home village east of Sidon 


when the fighting broke out. 

‘Tn the beginning we had enough 
weapons and we could have fought 
back, but shortly before the attack 
Lebanese army troops took away all 
our arms. 

“They (the Lebanese army) told 
us they had reached an agreement 
with the Shi'ites, the Palestinians 
and the Druse that we would not be 
attacked. 

“But it wasn't true. The fighting 
broke out and we were defenceless. 
We stiH don't know what happened - 
whether the Lebanese army forces 
sold us out or not.”

American casts doubt on 
viability ofLavi project

Serious doubts about the econo- 
mic viability of the Lavi jet-fighter 
project were raised by Fred Ikte, 
undersecretary for policy and plan- 
ning, at the U.S. Defence Depart- 
ment during recent talks here. 

At Ikle's talks with Israeli officials 
it emerged that research of develop- 
ment for the Lavi will cost some $3.5 
billion, not $2.3b. as estimated ear- 
lier by Israel. 

In addition, the Americans doubt 
whether the Israel Defence Forces 
wfil be able to purchase 300 Lavis, as 
originally planned. According to re- 
liable sources, the administration 
be&rcs that the figure will be be- 


tween 200 to 250. 

Since the costs of production 
alone are expected to work out to 
about S15 million for every jet- 
fighter, the total average cost for 
every plane could reach some $30m. 

Equivalent U.S. jet-fighters, such 
as the F-18, the sources added, are 
modi less expensive. This has raised 
doubts among the Americans and 
the Israelis about the future of the 
project, which the U.S. has under- 
taken to fond. 

According to the sources, Israel 
hinted during the talks that it might 
scrap the Lari project if the U.S. 
transfers the S25flm.it has granted to 
Israel for research and development 
for the Lari to other projects. 


The Jewish World Congress, has 
been forbidden by German author- 
ities from handing Reagan a protest 
statement during his visit to Bergen- 
Belsen. And local Jewish organiza- 
tions said they have rejected an 
invitation to attend the ceremony. 

Congress Vice-President Kalman 
Snltanik said that during Reagan's 
visit, Bergen-Belsen would be 
Judenrein (dear of Jews) a term used 
by the Nazis in describing their plans 
for Europe. 

He said the congress would under- 
line its protest with a demonstration 
outside the camp while Reagan was 
there. 

A group of J8 Jews from the U.S. 
led by Rabbi Avraham Weiss of New 
York yesterday occupied the docu- 
mentation room at the former death 


camp and vowed to remain there 
until Reagan arrived. 

A local police spokesman said 
they would not be allowed to stay 
and' would have to be removed Lf 
they refused to leave voluntarily. 

They were allowed into the camp 
on Friday after telling the authorities 
they wished to celebrate the Sabbath 
there and promising to leave by 
midday yesterday. 

But they said later they intended 
to remain in the documentation 
room until Reagan arrived and that 
they would try to persuade him to 
call off his afternoon trip to Bitburg. 

.An Internationa] group of Jewish 
students said Friday it will go to 
Bitburg to protest Reagan's visit. 

About 500 students from up to 17 
nations, including Israel, the U.S.. 
Canada and Europe, will take part in 
the protest, the chairman of the 
Jerusalem-based World Union of 
Jewish Students. David Micovsky. 
said. 

On Friday, Americans and Ger- 
mans who held memorial services at 
the former concentration camp in 
Dachau called on Reagan and on 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl to cancel 
the Bitburg ceremony.

Zaire leader here next week

Zairean President Mobutu Sese 
Seko is to arrive in Israel on May 12 
for a five-day official visit which will 
include talks with leaders and a tour 
of the country. 

Mobutu's visit, which has been 
planned for some time, comes in 
response to a visit by President Her- 
zog to Zaire in January 1984. Mobu- 
tu will be the first African leader to 
visit Israel since Samuel Doe of 
Liberia arrived in August 1983. 

Zaire is one of the very few black 
African states which maintain foil 
diplomatic relations with Israel and 
is one of the largest and potentially 
one of the richest African countries. 
Foreign Ministry officials therefore 


view Mobutu’s visit as especially 
important. 

In recent years Jerusalem has 
been trying to improve Israel's trade 
relations with many black African 
states and persuade those states to 
renew diplomatic relations they had 
severed after the Yom Kippur War 
in 1973. 

Though Israel’s economic ties 
with Zaire are not as good as those it 
has with Nigeria, for example, offi- 
cials in Jerusalem believe the central 
African country wields considerable 
influence with its neighbours be- 
cause of its size, location and riches. 

Thus an official state visit by 
Mobutu as a guest of President Her- 
zog could further other Israeli 
undertakings in the continent. 


Protesting teachers refuse 
to mark matriculation

Secondary and junior-high school 
teachers today will neither grade nor 
teach material connected with the 
matriculation (bagnitj exams, fol- 
lowing a decision by the Secondary 
Teachers Association on Friday. 

Tomorrow teachers belonging to 
the association will also dismiss 
pupils at 12 a.m. as part of their 
protest against the government’s re- 
fusal to implement the salary in- 
creases recommended by the 197S 
Etzioni Commission. 

The association, with the suppon 
of the Histadrut High School 
Teachers Union, has rejected an 
appeal by Education Minister Yit- 
zhak Navon to accept a year's delay 
in implementing the increases. 

The teachers complain that they 
have already given up more than half 
of the benefits recommended by tbe 
commission. Any further delay in 
implementation, they argue, would 
be like forgoing the rest. 

The National Parents Association 
has asked Navon to obtain court 
orders to compel the teachers to 
handle matriculation-exam mate- 
rial. 


The association also wants the 
minister to explore the possibility of 
legislation that would bar the 
teachers from using the exams as a 
labour-dispute weapon. 

Navon will meet representatives 
of the unions tomorrow to try to 
resolve the crisis. If no solution is 
found by Thursday, the parents asso- 
ciation will demonstrate in Tel 
Aviv’s Malchei Yisrael Square. 

On Friday the Education Ministry 
said it would dock the pay of striking 
teachers for the hours (hey do not 
work. 


Eight die on roads 

Eight people were killed and five 
were seriously injured in 53 acci- 
dents on Israel's roads during the 
past week.

But Lehman and other Navy 
officials are concerned that if the 
production lines in the U.S. for 
diesel submarines are re-opened, 
this will simply increase the pressure 
on the Navy to order diesel - instead 

of nuclear- submarines. 

This helps to explain why Lehman 
was prepared to authorize the co- 
production of tbe submarines in 
Israel, rather than permitting the 
entire order to be made in the U.S. 
Israeli officials also preferred co- 
production of the submarines in 
Israel. 


BONN. - Western leaders failed 
to agree yesterday on a U.S. 
proposal for opening global 
trade negotiations in 1986, and 
the U.S. said it might seek its 
own one-to-one trade deals. 

France was the lone holdout 
against a formal agreement, 
several officials said. 

James Baker, the U.S. Treasury 
secretary, said after three days of 
talks among the seven largest indust- 
rial powers that President Reagan 
was “disappointed in the trade pro- 
vision” of a joint communique 
issued at the dose of the Uth annual 
economic summit. 

On foreign policy issues. Euro- 
pean allies and Canada also gave 
Reagan a battering over U.S. econo- 
mic sanctions imposed last week 
against Nicaragua. 

As the heads of government or 
stare met in the ornate Nato room of 
the Federal Chancellory on the 
banks of the Rhine, a riot broke out 
3ktn. away tn downtown Bonn as 
police clashed with youths protesting 
the summit conference. 


Reagan emerged from tbe summit 
with full backing from Japan, Cana- 
da, Britain, France, Italy and West 
Germany for his strategy in the arms 
control talks with the Soviet Union. 
But tbe allies steered clear of his 
controversial “Star Wars" plan for a 
space-based missile defence. 

Also. French President Francois 
Mitterrand said he told Reagan that 
France would not, under current 
circumstances, participate in “Star 
Wars" research. 

West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl,, in remarks introducing the 
summit's final economic declara- 
tion, said be welcomed U.S. offers to 
consult the allies on the “Star Wars" 
programme, bnt be did not endorse 
the plan. 

Kohl told a news conference be 
was disappointed in the failure to 
agree on a specific date next year for 
starting a new round of trade liber- 
alization talks under the auspices of 
the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (Gatt). The joint state- 
ment declared the seven nations said 
only that a new Gatt round should 
begin “as soon as possible." 


Mitterrand said after yesterday’s 
meeting that he was not disturbed at 
being the lone holdout: “To be alone 
in Bonn is not to be alone in the 
world,” he said. 

In Moscow, the Soviet news agen- 
cy Tass said the seven-nation econo- 
mic summit was a political failure for 
the U.S. and proved “meffective and 
helpless” in solving Western econo- 
mic woes. 

The summit partners agreed to: 

• Continue fighting inflation and 
trying to create new jobs by bolding 
down government spending, fighting 
trade protectionism, encouraging 
job training for young people and 
creating more flexible labour mar- 
kets. 

• Help the drought-striken nations 
of sub-Saharan Africa fight famine 
by developing their economic poten- 
tial and food production. 

• Cooperate to fight drug abuse. 

• Work together to solve pressing 
environmental problems. 

• Begin discussions immediately on 
governmental cooperation to de- 
velop and use permanently manned 
space stations. (AP, Reuter). 


SS veterans laud Reagan’s legitimization’

Veterans of the Waffen SS feel 
better about their role in history 
because of President Reagan's deci- 
sion to visit the Bitburg military 
cemetery where some 50 of their 
comrades are among those buried. 

This was reported on Friday in 
The New York Times in a dispatch 
from Nessehvang, West Germany, 
where some 250 veterans of the 
Waffen SS Death's Head Division 
have been gathering for a reunion. 

“We were soldiers like all the sol- 
diers in the war, and 1 think that's 
what the president is trying to say.” 
said Gerd Hofer, a 77-year-old SS 
veteran and native of Graz, Austria. 
'You have to congratulate your 
president. When he says yes, he 
means yes." 

Another SS veteran. Johan 
Rosenberg. 63, said: “I can only say 
he is a real straight guy.” 

"It took a long time," he con- 
tinued, “but this shows we were 


soldiers, just like the others. I never 
committed a war crime, and I don't 
know anyone who did. We didn't 
have time for that sort of thing. Our 
guys were disciplined, and we were 
too busy fighting." 

Rosenberg added: “Sure, there 
was maybe one in a 1,000 guys who 
did something wrong. But show me 
the army where that doesn't happen . 
Show me the division records of the 
Americans, the French, tbe Rus- 
sians - and I mean the real records. 
No one ever said war was nice. ” 

More than 1 ,000 former members 
of the Waffen SS. the fighting unit of 
the organization which carried out 
the Nazi dictator's extermination 
policies, were expected to attend 
three separate meetings at the Bava- 
rian spa resort this week. . 

Some of the veterans belonged to 
the once feared Deaths Head divi- 
sion. 

The opposition Social Democrats 
have criticized the reunions, and the 
radical Greens Party has condemned 
them as “a cynical insult to the 


vic tims of fascist crimes and of the 
war” which ended with Nazi Ger- 
many’s defeat on May 8, 1945. 

Trade unions and anti-fascist 
groups are organizing a protest 
meeting in Nesselswang on May 11, 
which is expected to attract some 
5,000 people. 

The veterans will hold their reun- 
ions in a hotel owned by former 
Waffen SS member Rolf Buchheis- 
ter, the only hotelier in Nesselswang 
willing to grant them the use of his 
premises. 

Hussein to see Reagan 
in U.S. in late May

Deputy Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Navon said yesterday that there are 
many things a commission of inquiry 
into the Lebanon war could investi- 
gate. But he doubted that agreement 
could be reached in the national 
unity government on such a commis- 
sion’s terms of reference. 

Speaking on Israel Radio, Navon 
said that unless such agreement is 
reached in advance, the commission 
should not be established. 

“The national unity government is 
no party's dream prince or princess, 
but it was the only possible solution. 
Even if it had been possible to estab- 
lish a narrowly based government, I 
would not have joined it because I 
didn't believe it had a chance to 
survive in view of the election re- 
sults. 

“We've made important decisions 
on Lebanon, which crossed party 
lines, and on economics the differ- 
ences between us are also not differ- 
ences of principle,” he said. 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal 
told the radio that there is no need 
for a commission of inquiry into 
ministerial responsibility for tne war 
in Lebanon.

Personal weapons - how Israelis arm

With the much-feared “North Tel 
Aviv Rapist" still at large, aerosol 
tear-gas sprays are now the honest 
thing in personal-safety devices - 
even more popular than the Beretta 
purse-sized pistol. 

So says the man who should know: 
Moshe Weiss, director of the In- 
terior Ministry’s licensing and con- 
trol division. According to the 
Firearms Law (1949) as amended in 
1978. personal- weapon permits are 
required not only for si dearms but 
for tear-gas launchers as well. 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post last week, Weiss said that 
the sale of tear-gas weapons should 
be controlled and regulated by deal- 
ers. rather than by the police. But 
the police, he said are against such a 
move, claiming that tear gas has 
proved itself to be so effective that 
an increasing number of armed rob- 
beries are now being carried out by 
cannister-spraying bandits. 

“Rather than threaten a shop- 
keeper or flat dweller with a pistol. 

. they just disable him with the gas and 
go about their work uninterrupted,” 
he said. 

Though the dangers of rape and of 
robbery of elderly people have 
sparked a heightened demand for 
tear-gas devices, the overwhelming 
majority of the 180,000 personal 
weapons permits issued are for pis- 
tols. Weiss said. The fee is 181,200 
annually and the permit is renewable 
every two years. 

Another 60,000 licensed firearms 
are in the hands of commercial 
security companies that supply 
watchmen on contract, institutions 
that maintain their own security de- 
partments and armoured transport 
firms serving the banks. 

“With approximately 700 licensed 
weapons lost each year, we must 
keep on our toes,” Weiss said. “Un- 
doubtedly, these firearms eventually 
make rheir way either to the criminal 


underworld or to terrorists. 

“In addition, I am constantly in 
court fending off suits demanding 
that I issue a permit after I have 
rejected the application because it 
did not satisfy our criteria. 

“And we are right now making 
slow but steady headway in locating 
about 4,000 weapons licensed sever- 
al years ago but now have good 
reason to believe the original licen- 
see is deceased, with the heirs not yet 
having complied with the law by 
turning the weapon in at the nearest 
police station." 

The real power of personal 
firearms, Weiss believes, is more in 
the mind than in the hand. He says: 
“Sure, a person sitting in his living 
room watching TV feels more secure 
if he has a pistol in his night table 
drawer. But how many sudden 
armed robberies have been thwarted 
by people producing their personal 
weapons at exactly the right mo- 
ment, when they could have 
helped?” 


While he is willing to issue permits 
for tear gas to most women 16 years 
and older, or to elderly people living 
in fear of being robbed or murdered, 
Weiss still takes his time in granting 
permits for firearms. 

“Personal safety is the job of the 
police," he insists. “That is why we 
limit licences to people in sensitive 
economic sectors such as the di- 
amond and jewellery trades, and to 
persons who five, work or do lots of 
travelling in the administered areas. 
That naturally includes bus, taxi and 
truck drivers.” 

It takes about six weeks to get a 
permit “if all gees smoothly,” 
according to Weiss. During that time 
his investigators check the appli- 
cant's record with the police and 
with the Ministry of Health. 

The police will determine whether 
the applicant has been convicted of a 
serious crime in the preceding six 
years, and the Health Ministry will 
disclose whether he or she has ever 


been hospitalized for an emotional 
disorder that is still uncured. 

These opinions notwithstanding, 
•‘there is still lots of discretion to be 
used.” Weiss noted. “For example, 
if a person bad a run-in with the 
income-tax people two years ago. 
was jailed for three months, heavily 
fined, and now has to travel in and 
out of the West Bank every day to 
earn a living, we might waive the 
six-year period. 

“On the other hand, if a person 
had once stolen a pistol, robbed a 
bank and has sat in prison for eight 
years. I still am not so sure we would 
issue him a permit - again, despite 
the six-year period.” 

Though the number of outstand- 
ing licences remains stable, the num- 
ber of permits invalidated changes 
from month to month. In March, for 
example. Weiss cancelled 10 per- 
mits. • Most cf these actions were 
taken: on the basis of tips from the 
police, but a . few resulted after 
psychiatrists contacted the ministry 
to suggest a re-assessment of the 
permit. 

According to Weiss, there are at 
present 46 firearms dealers in the 
.country, all of them properly 
licensed. Only after a person applies 
to the ministry for a licence, and it is 
approved, can he shop around for a 
weapon. 

When he finds one he likes in a 
shop, he pays for it, leaves it there, 
and brings the sales slip back to the 
ministry. A clerk will then fill in all 
the particulars of the weapon and its ! 
dealer- such as serial numers, dates, 
calibre, etc. - in the green-coloured 
permit, and affix the official stamp. 
Only with that stamped card in hand 
may the applicant go back to the 
dealer and pick up his weapon. | 

If your pistol is a 22-calibre model, 
you may purchase up to 1,200 rounds 
per year. All other sizes are limited 
to 100 bullets annually. But there 
is an exception. If you like to go 
hunting, you may buy up to 800 
bullets per year.

The unions have said that they will 
close all emergency wards and oper- 
ate the hospitals on a “Sabbath sche- 
dule” only, today throughWednes- 
day. This means patients will be fed 
and given medicine but their bed 
linen will not be changed, and they 
will get no baths or other musing 
care. All non-emergency procedures 
are to be deferred and no elective 
surgery or other scheduled admis- 
sions will take place. 

The sanctions are a part of the 


workera' protest against what they 
term “the degeneration of standards 
in the government hospitals.” They 
say replacements for vital workers 
who leave are not being hired, some 
pay increments granterfthe workers 
m arbitration last December have 
not been received 'and shortages of 
equipment, repairs, medicines and 
other supplies make it difficult to 
care for patients. 

The Health Ministiy says thesanc- 
tions are unjustified since the inter- 
rupted cash flow from the Treasury 
to the hospitals has been resumed. 
But the ministry admits there is not 
enough money to replace equipment 
and thar some hospitals are short of 
drugs- Last week the ministry was 
given until this Wednesday to pay 
IS1 billion to pharmaceutical manu- 
facturers who threatened to cut off 
drug supplies to government hospit- 
als if the ministry does not pay its 
debt.

BONN. - The small Jewish com- 
munity in Germany fears a wave of 
anti-Semitism as a consequence of 
the Bitburg war cemetery affair. 
U.S. President Reagan is to visit the 
cemetery this afternoon. In the 
morning Reagan and West German 
chancellor Helmut Kohl are to visit 
the former Nazi death camp at 
Bergen-Belsen. 

The central council of the Jews in 
Germany, the community's political 
group, decided on Friday to boycott 
die ceremony at Bergen-Belsen in 
protest against Reagan's visit to Bit- 
burg. 

The central council of gypsies in 
Germany - who were also victims of 
Nazi genocide during World War II- 
joined in the boycott derision. 

The central council of the Jew’s 
derided on the boycott during a 
meeting of the council's directorate 
in Frankfurt, following strong press- 
ure from rank-and-file members. 


The council also wanted to avoid 
the possibility of a clash between 
Jewish demonstrators and police at 
the camp. 

After the boycott derision, it was 
unclear how the ceremony at 
Bergen-Belsen would be organized. 
The German authorities had invited 
a group of former Jewish camp in- 
mates to participate in the cere- 
mony, most of them were expected 
to refrain from attending now.

No more patients are to be sent for 
nursing care in hospitals and nursing ■ 
homes until 400 beds, now occupied, 
become available. 

In a directive to the social welfare 
services, the Health Ministry has 
stated that it will not recognize 
admission requests for nursing care 
until there is “ample room” avail- 
able. 

In a telegram to the Health Minis- 
try, the Social Workers' Union on 


Raya Rettig, secretary of the un- 
ion, said that there are 500 people 
who urgently need nursing care and 
that 300 of these are at home with no 
one to look after them. 


According to Health Ministry sta- 
tistics, some 1,000 aged persons 
need hospitalization for nursing 
care. 


Senior Jewish sources in Germany 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
decision to boycott the ceremony 
had not been taken easily. The deri- 
sion could give rise to an increase of 
anti-Semitism in Germany, they 
added. Politicians and the media in 
Germany were stressing the Jewish • 
role in the anti-Bitburg campaign in 
the U.S. even before the German 
Jews’ boycott decision. Kohl had 
made a point of thanking Reagan for 
sticking to the Bitburg visit despite 
the opposition. 


TFT. AVIV. - The underwear whose 
examination led to the conviction of a 
a Hebron youth for rape was not his ' 
underwear at all. and neither were 
the shoe prints found near the raped 
woman's apartment, an appeal 
against the youth's conviction says.

women's underwear not of the 
youth's own. The shoe prints under 
the veranda that was broken into by 
the rapist did not in fact, match the 
shoes the youth was wearing when 
caught near the time of the rape, the 
advocate went on. 

The district attorney’s office, re- 
questing that the appeal procedure 
be hastened, as the youth who might 
be innocent is in prison, said die 
conviction cannot be held up in the 
light of the new evidence.

Elving made three trips to 
Dachau, the rest were to Bergen-

stadt, near Hanover. After the war 
he continued working for the Red 
Cross and as a tourist driver. He is 
now on naif-pension from the Swed- 
ish Red Cross, which bought the bus 
and two others from the army after it 
was decommissioned in 1967. Since 
then Elving has taken it on lectures 
at schools throughout Sweden, and 
also to Norway and Germany. 

The old peace-horse was flown to 
Ben-Gurion Airport in a Swedish air 
force Hercules transport plane. 
Transport Ministry inspectors here 
promptly waved it through and 
Elving proudly set out on the drive to 
Jerusalem- where its engine overhe- 
ated on the ascent after Sha'ar 
Hagai.

Reagan’s Jewish adviser says row over Bitburg will fade

THE WHITE HOUSE liaison 
to the Jewish community. Dr. Mar- 
shall Bregen has taken an enor- 
mous amount of grief in recent days, 
as the outcry over the matter of 
President Ronald Reagan's con- 
troversial visit to the Bitburg milit- 
ary cemetery increased. 

The 38-year-old official, a Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and Oxford 
educated professor on leave from 
New York Law School, has disco- 
vered what many of his predecessors 
also learned, usually very painfully - 
namely, that it is almost the very 
nature’ of that White House job 
which causes serious headaches for 
its occupants. 

Breger, like bis predecessors, has 
to interpret Jewish concerns to the 
White House. At the same time, he 
has to promote the -administration 
and its positions in the Jewish com- 
munity. Occasionally, there will be 
conflicts. 

In recent years, this was vividly 
demonstrated, especially in 197S 
when Mark Siegel, then President 
Jimmy Carter's liaison to the Jewish 
community, resigned to protest the 
administration’s F-15 “package" 
sale to Saudi Arabia. Subsequent 
liaisons, including Ed Sanders of Los 
Angeles, who also worked for Car- 
ter. and Jacob Stein, who served 
Reagan, also had many personally 
tough times during their tenures. 

But Breger is not about to quit 
over Bitburg. He has taken a broad- 
er view of the matter. He is personal- 


ly convinced that President Reagan 
is indeed very sensitive to [be mean- 
ing of the Holocaust and certainly 
deeply committed to Israel and other 
matters of Jewish concern. 

“I'm excited about working for a 
president who has such concern and 
commitment for Israel and for the 
Jewish people/' he said in an inter- 
view this week with The Jerusalem 
Post. 

Breger has been, in many re- 
spects, the point man in the admiflis- 
. (ration's dealings with a very angry 
American Jewish community. It has 
been an extremely difficult assign- 
ment for the Orthodox Jew, who 
undeservedly has been accused of all 
sorts of terrible things by some fel- 
low Jews. 

There was. for example, the mat- 
ter of Elie Wiesel's remarks in the 
White House when Reagan pre- 
sented him with the Congressional 
Gold Medal of Achievement. The 
New York Times later reported that 
Breger had sought to limit Wiesel's 
speech to only three minutes. Wiesel 
has insisted that he had to telephone 
the White House chief of staff, 
Donald Regan, who then reportedly 
gave him the green light to speak as 
long as he wanted. 

But Regan subsequently told an 
Associated Press reporter that he 
only gave Wiesel a five-minute time 
limit, citing the president's busy 
schedule. 

Wiesel spoke for only five mi- 
nutes, delivering an emotional and 
extremely moving personal plea to 
the president to drop Bitburg from 
his schedule.

Haifa merchants end fight against rates

The roof organization urged its 
members to follow up the strike by 
not paying their taxes. But according 
to Mehoulal some member organiza- 
tions, "with close ties to Mayor Arye 
Gurel,” refused to go along* 


City hall has agreed to review 
requests for reduced rates by 
businesses who claim they cannot 
afford them. 

The residents' committee of the 
plush Hod Hacarmel, or Danya, 
quarter on Mt. Carmel also opposed 
the rate increase and advised resi- 
dents not to pay them or to pay 
under protest. The committee plans 
to petition the High Court of Justice 
against the increase on the grounds 
thar it is not justified by the services 
provided by the municipality.

of high drama in the Roosevelt 
Room as Wiesel spoke. 

But before the public ceremony, 
which was widely covered by tbe 
news media, Wiesel also had been 
granted a private meeting with 
Reagan. While House officials knew 
that Wiesel, like so many other Jews, 
especially survivors, was under- 
standably angry about Bitburg. But 
they still had hoped that he would 
make his pitch privately and not 
“lecture" the president publicly. 
That, they recognized, would make 
it even more difficult politically fbT 
Reagan to back down later. 

Wiesel's objectives, they said, 
were certainly good, but his tactics 
later proved counterproductive. Af- 
ter that exchange, the new and very 
influential White House com- 
munications director, Pat Bucha- 
nan, and others advised the presi- 
dent against changing his position. 
They feared unfavourable compari- 
sons with Jimmy Carter, who was 
widely seen as weak and uncertain 
during his presidency. 

That helps to explain why White 
House officials are so angry at 
Wiesel today. But they recognize 
that Wtesei is a genuine hero in the 
Jewish community, and that it would 
serve no purpose to go public with 
their criticisms. 

“My own lesson is that I better not 
go away on vacation,” Breger said 
only half in jest in tbe interview, 
noting that he had been celebrating 
Pessah in Israel with his family 
“when the mess was in full blast.” 

On an earlier occasion when the 
White House found Itself in deep 
trouble with the Jewish community 
— involving Reagan's pre- 
Re publican National Convention 
speech on religion and government 
in D allas last summer — Breger was 
also not working. That time, his wife 
was in the process of giving birth to 
their first child. 

BUT THERE are other lessons 
from this Bitburg affair. He spoke of 
the need for the Jewish community 
to stay on top of these kinds of issues 
before they are allowed to explode 
into full-scale crises. 

“The earlier that the community 
enters into the process, the more 
that they will be able to affect the 
process.” he said. “I think also that 
it's important for the community to 
always be focusing on practical 
alternatives because in the world of 
government, symbols are very im- 
portant. You need practical alterna- 
tives to affect policy changes. Simply 
saying no is often not as helpful as 
showing people how they can find a 
way out of the dilemma. And I think 
the* community must always be 
working there and helping people in 


government to help themselves.” 

It has been an eye-opening ex- 
perience for Breger. He has had a 
somewhat more difficult and chal- 
lenging responsibility than many of 
his predecessors since there ate no 
Jews on tbe senior White House staff 
or in the cabinet. He has often been 
alone in tbe White House hot seat. 

But despite Bitburg, he has won 
the confidence and respect of senior 
Israeli diplomats in Washington and 
many American Jewish leaders, 
especially lobbyists from the Amer- 
ican Israel Public Affairs Committee 
(AIPAC). They have appreciated 
his own commitment and intelli- 
gence. 

At the same time, his standing in 
the White House, especially in the 
eyes of its chief- of -staff. Donald Re- 
gan, and of Vice President George 
Bush, has increased. In the after- 
math of Bitburg, for example, they 
are checking almost everything hav. 
ing any remote connection to Israel 
and Jews with him. 

He is seen by his White House 
colleagues as a loyal team player. 
They are delighted that he has not 
emerged as someone simply in- 
terested in grandstanding. That has 
automatically increased his own 
clout. 

Breger had worked at the con- 
servative Heritage Foundation, a 
leading think tank in Washington, 
just prior to joining the White House 
staff. A genuine “neoconservative,” 
he thus has the proper political and 
ideological credentials and connec- 
■* tions to win friends and influence 
people in tbe administration. But be 
recognizes that it will by no means be 
easy. 

“The lesson for myself is the 
extent to which problems can crop 
up, of major proportions,’' he said. 
“When I discussed and gave my 
views on the whole trip to Germany 
at the end of last year, one would not 
have contemplated the sequence of 
misunderstandings and mistakes 
which led to the Bitburg visit. So 
again, one must always be prepared 
for the unexpected. " 

When asked about the long term 
meaning of ail of the controversy, 
Breger conceded that some “prob- 
lems of historical perceptions" have 
been created for the president. “But 
I believe that historians, after all, 
perhaps more than journalists. look 
at incidents which are representative 
of an entire period about which they 
are focusing.” Bitburg, he said, will 
be seen in its proper perspective — 
just one of many things done and not 
done by Reagan. 

THE NEGATIVE fallout for 
Reagan in the Jewish community, he 
insisted, will not last. “After all," he 


said, “this is the president who has 
moved conceptually forward the 
U.S. -Israelis relationship to one of 
strategic cooperation - making 
Israel part of tbe American geopoli- 
tical military analysis. This is the 
president who has moved directly to 
assist tbe Israeli economy by shifting 
from a grant/loan mix to ail grants in 
foreign aid.” 

Breger cited, in this context, 
Secretaiy of State George Shultz’s 
pledge that Israel will nor have a 
liquidity crisis. “This is the president 
who has arranged for a supplemental 
$1.5 billion for Israel without any 
foreign policy strings or foreign poli- 
cy linkage. This is a president who 
even, when he disagreed with Israel 
on a matter like the change in loca- 
tion of the U.S. embassy in Israel, 
has never allowed that disagreement 
ro a freer his support for significant 
matters, like foreign aid or strategic 
cooperation." 

In short, Breger believes that 
Reagan's overall support for Israel 
will eventually overshadow his deci- 
sion to visit Bitburg. The Jewish 
community, be said, will realize this 
when the dust settles and tempers 
cool down. He insisted that the Jew- 
ish leadership was already coming to 
recognize this even if the rank and 
file were still very upset. 

“This is a president who has 
shown fidelity to Israel even when 
there has been disagreement/ he 
said. 

Breger went on to cite Reagan's 
support for Soviet Jewiy and other 
matters of specific Jewish concern. 
“So I think that time will give us 
some context, and that context will 
show that the president has been 
strongly concerned about and 
strongly committed to Israel and to 
the Jewish people. And the presi- 
dent has made clear his views on the 
Holocaust.” 

Breger and other White House 
officials thought that Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres handled himself quite 
well in discussing Bitburg in an inter- 
view on May 1 in The New York 
times. Peres had said: “A friend is a 
friend; a mistake is a mistake. When 
a friend makes a mistake, it is still a 
mistake. And a friend is still a friend. 
Mr. Reagan remains a friend, but I 
haven't changed my view: I regret 
the decision.” Peres went on to place 
most of the blame on West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl: “Kohl 
really committed a very grave mis- 
take. He should as Chancellor of 
Germany be the most sensitive per- 
son when it comes to the depth of the 
moral call of history. ” 

Breger added this point: “1 have 
no doubt that history will focus on 
that friendship as the special feature 
of our foreign policy. ”

Senate rebuffs Reagan 
on defence growth plans

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Washington (Reuter). - A re- 
bellious Senate has rejected Presi- 
dent Reagan’s defence growth plans 
for next year in an apparent reaction 
to huge cost overruns of military 
equipment. 

After four years of granting 
Reagan bis wishes on defence 
growth and allowing a buildup of 
about 10 per cent over inflation, the 
' Senate approved a budget amend- 
ment Thursday night to hold growth 
to the inflation rate next year. 

Reagan bad originally wanted a 6 
per cent defence growth in real terms 
next year but settled for 3 per cent in 
each of the next three years in a 
budget deficit-cutting plan. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment by Republican Sen. Charles 
Grassley of Iowa to limit growth to 
inflation in 1986, but to raise it 3 per 
cent over inflation in the foil wing 
two. 

He told the Senate this could be 


accomplished without reducing 
essential weapons programmes, 
through eliminiating waste and poor 
defence procurement practices. 

Grassley said he objected to ’’hor- 
ror stories” about the Pentagon 
paying $44 for a light bulb, $436 for a 
sledge hammer, $180 for a flashlight 
and $640 for a toilet seat. 

Other senators made similar com- 
, plaints, and charged that many large 
defence contractors were making 
millions of dollars but escaping taxes 
through loopholes. 

On Tuesday, the Reagan budget 
deficit reduction plan was narrowly 
approved by the Republican- 
controlled Senate by only one vote 
and subject to further amendments. ' 

After that, senators rebuffed 
Reagan through amendments sharp- 
ly changing the deficit cutting plan 
designed to reduce the estimated 
$227 billion deficit by S52b. in 1986. 


Major setback for Thatcher 
in local council elections 


LONDON (Reuter). - Prime Minis- 
ter Thatcher’s Conservative Party 
has suffered a major political set- 
back, losing ground in local council 
_ elections in traditionally Conserva- 
tive rural counties in England and 
Wales. 

Results from voting Thursday 
showed that the Conservative won 
control of one council, but lost over- 
all control of nine. 

An alliance of Liberals and Social 
Democrats, which scored sweeping 
gains on Thursday and now controls 
the balance of power in 26 of the 47 
new councils, said the elections 
marked the beginning of the end of 
Thatcherism in Britain. 

“We are now a major contender 
for government.” Liberal leader 
David Steel said. 

But senior Conservatives blamed 
the party's poor showing on the fact 


that the government was mid-way 
through its second term of office. 

“I do not think it will be played 
forward when it comes to a general 
election,” Conservative chairman 
John Glimmer said. 

The Labour Party, which leads the 
Conservatives in opinion polls, lost 
control of five councils but said it 
would win a general election based 
on the pattern of Thursday's voting. 

Last week's local council elections 
did not cover Scotland and seven 
metropolitan councils, including 
London, all Labour strongholds. 

Thatcher does not have to call an 
election until 1988. She has said she 
would run for a third term, but there 
have been rumblings of discontent 
both inside and outside her party, in 
paticular over Britain's record un- 
employment.

WASHINGTON. - U.S.-Polish re- 
lations have chilled anew with the 
U.S. expelling four Polish diplomats 
in swift retaliation for the expulsion 
of the two U.S. envoys from Poland. 

Official U.S. anger was reflected 
in the unusual two-for-one step 6f 
expelling four Polish officials in re- 
taliation for the outsting of two 
Americans. 

First secretary William Harwood 
of the U.S. Embassy in Warsaw and 
David Hopper, U.S. consul in Kra- 
kow, were given a week to leave 
Poland on Friday after the govern- 
ment said they had taken part in a 
pro-Solidarity protest in Krakow on 
May Day. 

Within hours, the State Depart- 
ment ordered a first secretary at the 
Polish Embassy in Washington and 
three officials of the Polish Consu- 
late in Chicago to leave the country 
in one week. 


The department said Harwood 
and Hopper had been only onlook- 
ers at the Krakow demonstration. If 
said Hopper had been kicked and 
beaten by Polish police before both 
diplomats were taken to a police 
station and held briefly. 

It called Polish 7 claims that the 
Americans were active among a 
group of Polish demonstrators 
“ludicrous." 

The U.S. signalled a gradual eas- 
ing of relations last December when 
it dropped its opposition to Polish 
membership in the International 
Monetary Fund. But the expulsion 
of a U.S. military attache in Febru- 
ary again strained relations. 

On Friday, Polish riot police using 
dubs broke up a demonstration by 
thousands of Solidarity supporters 
who marched in Warsaw's old town 
following a church service marking 
the anniversary of Poland's 1791 


democratic constitution. ~~ 

The clashes came two days after 
Solidarity supporters demonstrated 
in at least five. Polish dries, in anti- 
government protests on May Day.. 
Police used dubs and water cannon, 
to disperse the protests in four of the 
cities but did not use force against a 
march by 15,000 Solidarity backers 
in Warsaw. . 

The severest May Day dashcame 
in the northern rity of Gdansk, were 
thousands .of mostly youthful de- 
monstrators burled stones at police 
who chased after them with dubs 
and water cannon, injuring some 
demonstrators seriously. 

Solidarity leader Lech Walesa said 
on Friday that Wednesday’s dash 
should serve as a wanting that anti- 
govemment demonstrations may 
turn more violent if Poland’s Com- 
munist government does not meet 
the country’s economic needs. (Reu- 
ter, AP).

Trade sags as market enters 
May-June ‘disaster zone’ 


NEW YORK (AP). - Judging from 
the way it started out. May seems 
determined to live up to its reputa- 
tion as a tough month for the stock 
market. 

On Wednesday, the first trading 
day of the month, the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrials took its 
sharpest drop of the year, falling 
16.01 points to its lowest level since 
mid-January. r ... v ... ... 

Investment .adviser * Yale. Hiisch 
has long published statistical studies 
of what be calls “the May-Junetiisas- 
terarea.” 

Over the last 20 years, he says, the 
Dow Jones industrial average has 
fallen 16 times and risen just four, 
for an average decline of 2.1 per 
cent. The last 20 Junes have pro- 
duced an average loss of 0.4 per cent. 

There is no ironclad rule, of 
course, that U.S. stock prices must 
follow a given pattern at any specific 
time of year. If there were, traders 
would immediately bend it out of 
shape by trying to take advantage of 
it. 

If everybody expects stock prices 
to decline in May, market-watchers 
of the “contrarian" school argue, 
then the market is very likely to do 
just the opposite. 

“We regard the current sombre 
mood of investors as quite bullish,” 
declares John Mendelson. technical 
analyst at Dean Witter Reynolds 
Inc. 

There was quite a bit to be sombre 
afcout in the past week, as the Dow 
Jones industrial average posted a net 
loss of 27.94 to 1,247.24 
The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index was down 1.34 at 
104.18, and the American Stock Ex- 
change market value index dropped 


4.21 to 225. 60. 

Big Board volume averaged 
100.97 milli on shares a day, up from 
96.73 million the week before. 

As they looked ahead uneasily to 
May, investors said goodbye to an 
April that Was a bit of a loser in its 
own right. 

Most of the leading market index- 
es finished with only modest de- 
clines for the.montb. But among the 
.89 stock groups tracked by Standard 
and Poor’s Corp., 58 recorded losses 
while the other 31 advanced. 

Milton Eisenhower, 85 

BALTIMORE (AP). - Milton 
Eisenhower, who served as adviser 
to several U.S. presidents, including 
his brother, Dwight, died on Thurs- 
day at Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
He was 85. 

Eisenhower bad been in and out of 
the hospital for several months with 
a variety of ailments. 

The youngest of the seven 
Eisenhower brothers. Milton 
Eisenhower served his brother 
Dwight as a special ambassador to 
Latin America. He also served in the 
administration of Franklin 
Roosevelt. Lyndon Johnson and 
John Kennedy and advised other 
presidents. 

He was president of three univer- 
sities: Kansas State, Penn State and 
finally Johns Hopkins, where he re- 
tired as president emeritus iu 1967.

BUENOS AIRES lAP). - Argenti- 
nian journalist Jacobo Timerman. 
whose 29 months under arrest in the 
late 1970s produced an international 
outcry, testified Friday about his 
ordeal at the human rights trial of 
nine former military rulers. 

Timerman, who lived in Israel 
after being expelled from Argentina 
in 1979. described being tortured 
with an electric prod in a secret 
police jail after his April 1977 arrest. 

“They wanted me to declare that I 
formed part of a conspiracy.', be told 
the six-man Federal Criminal Court 
of Appeals. “The conspiracy to 
which I had to belong depended on 
the fantasies of each one of those 
who tortured me.” 

On trial are nine generals and 
admirals who made up three succes- 
sive juntas that ruled Argentina after 
a 1976 rightist military coup. They 
are accused of directing a campaign 
against leftist subversion in which 
thousands of people were abducted, 
tortured and killed. 


Much of Timerman ’s testimony 
centred on Gen. Ramon Camps, 
who headed the Buenos Aires pro- 
vincial police at the time of the 
witness' detention. 

“Camps asked me if I was a Jew, a 
Zionist and a Socialist.” Timerman 
said. “I admitted these three things 
and I have the impression - it's a 
conviction I arrived at some rime 
later - that this was what saved my 
life, because it woke the Nazi and 
paranoic imagination of Camps, who 
believed in the possibility of trying 
me (in court) as an example.” 

Timerman. whose book Prisoner 
without a Name, Cell without a Num- 
ber described his ordeal, was freed in 
September 1979 and expelled from 
the country. 

He returned to Argentina last 
year, after President Raul Alfonsin's 
December 1983 inauguration re- 
turned the country to elected rule, 
and became editor of the daily news- 
paper La Razon - • . 


SPACE CENTER. HOUSTON. - 
A sick monkey that had worried 
Challenger's astronauts regained -its 
appetite on Friday, and the space 
shuttle crew revived two ailing ex- 
periments. putting all but two of 15 
research instruments in working 
order for the second half of the 
mission. 

“I think our feeding crisis is over.” 
physician -astronaut William Thorn- 
ton said Friday. “I wouldn't have 
believed the effect of a caring human 
hand on an animal.'' 

Thornton, 56, the oldest person to 
travel in space and caretaker of the 
two monkeys and 24 rats aboard the 
spacelab module, said he had spoken 
gently to the ailing monkey and then 
resorted to band-feeding. 

After gobbling down a banana 
slice, the small squirrel monkey went 
into a feeding frenzy and snatched 
up within 10 minutes about 40 


banana-flavoured pellets that com- 
prise his space diet. 

The squirrel monkey, which was 
suffering from motion illness in 
space, had eaten little since Mon- 
day's launch and Thornton had fret- 
ted over his condition for several 
days. 

Following instructions from the 
ground, the astronauts also brought 
a complex cosmic ray detector ex- 
periment to life by doing some rewir- 
ing and reprogramming. 

Orbiting scientist Taylor Wang 
earlier repaired a fluid dynamics 
experiment that also had been dead 
since the beginning of the flight. He 
spent 2& days rewiring around a 
short circuit.

World newsmen tell Gandhi 
to halt action against reporter 


BRUSSELS (AP). - The Interna- 
tional Federation of Journalists on 
Friday made a new protest to Indian 
Prime Minster Rajiv Gandhi against 
what it called the “continued harass- 
ment of Associated Press correspon- 
dent Brahma CheJIaney.” 

The Brussels-based organization, 
which claims a membership of more 
than 105,000 journalists throughout 
the world, also protested against the 
impounding of Chellaney’s passport. 
The federation made its comments 
in a cable to the Indian leader. 


In January, the federation de- 
clared that GieDaney's “only crime 
lus been the reporting of factual 
events in connection with the Indian 
army attack in Jane 1984 on the Sikh 
golden temple in Amritsar.”

Latin Americans denounce 
Nicaragua trade boycott 


India might make A-bomb to 
counter Pakistani efforts 


NEW YORK(AP). - Many Latin 
American nations have reacted with 
expressions ranging from concern to 
outright opposition to the U.S. trade 
embargo against Nicaragua 
announced by President Reagan last 
week. 

But the government of El Salva- 
dor gave the embargo its strong 
support on Friday, saying it would 
review its own trade relations with 
the leftist Sandinista government if 
Nicaragua did not stop its “interven- 
tionist attitude.” 

Support for the measure was also 
given by Honduras, whose Foreign 
Minister Edgardo Paz B arnica was 
quoted as saying in Washington that 
“the embargo is welcome if it is only 
a measure to press for the recovery 
of democracy in Nicaragua.” 

But Venezuela, a member of the 
Contadora group of nations seeking 
a peaceful solution to Central Amer- 
ican conflicts, said that the U.S. 
action and a previous visit by the 
Nicaraguan President to Moscow 


last week in search of Soviet aid 
could lead to “absolutely unpredict- 
able consequences." The Contadora 
group said the embargo would hin- 
der its peace-making efforts. 

Reagan halted all U.S. trade with 
Nicaragua last Wednesday, saying 
the “aggressive actions" of its leftist 
government are “incompatible with 
normal commercial relations.” 

Cuba, the only Soviet ally in the 
Western hemisphere, said the U.S. 
embargo is “an irresponsible mea- 
sure." Cuban Vice-Foreign Minister 
Roberro Alarcon added that “it is 
part of an escalation that might lead 
to actions of another kind.” 

The Foreign Ministers of all Nicar- 
agua’s central American neighbours 
- Costa Rica, Guatemala, El Salva- 
dor and Honduras - said they will 
meet this week to discuss the situa- 
tion. They are to meet with the 
Foreign Ministers of the Contadora 
group, which also includes Mexico, 
Panama and Colombia. 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi said yesterday that 
Pakistan's “persistent efforts" to de- 
velop atomic weapons have forced 
India to review its peaceful nuclear 
policy. 

“We feel they (Pakistanis) are 
developing a nuclear weapon,” and 
this has now compelled us to “look 
into various aspects of this question 
and to see what action we should 
take,” Gandhi said in a speech at the 
opening session of the governing 
Congress Party's two-day council 
meeting here. 

The 40-year-old leader accused 
the U.S. Friday of helping Pakistan 
acquire nuclear-weapons capability. 
Speaking in parliament, according to 
press reports, he also criticized the 
exemption of Pakistan from the pur- 
view of the U.S. Symington Amend- 
ment, which bars aid to a country 
pursuing a nuclear-weapons prog- 
ramme. 

Pakistan recently reported a 
breakthrogh in its nuclear program- 


me by successfully enriching ura- 
nium up to 5 per cent. 

Pakistan's military ruler. Gen. 
Mohammad Zia ul-Haq, has said his 
country has no intention of manufac- 
turing an atomic bomb. The 
London-based International Insti- 
tute of Strategic Studies and western 
intelligence reports, however, say 
Pakistan is trying to produce 
weapons -grade uranium - enriched 
to 90 per cent - at its enrichment 
facility. 

Gandhi told the party council that 
acquisition of nuclear weapons by 
Pakistan would dramatically change 
the power balance in South Asia. 

Gandhi's statement followed a 
growing demand in parliament that 
India “go nuclear” because one of its 
neighbours, China, has nuclear 
weapons and another, Pakistan, is 
on the brink of acquiring them. 

India detonated an underground 
nuclear device in 1974. The pluto- 
nium for the explosion was derived 
by reprocessing spent nuclear fuel.

"Either they didn't want to change 
society's rules, or they claimed that 
Israel already had equality, which is 
a myth." 

She even went to the Knesset and 
met with the then chairman of the 
education committee. Dr. Elimelech 
Rimalr, who told her chat if women 
worked outside the home they would 
come borne in a bad temper and not 
be good mothers. 

"In a way be was right. It you're a 
woman you can’t be a real career- 
woman in a job which is all-involving 
unless you have a very understand- 
ing husband. Golda wasn't a typical 
Yiddishe mother/’ 

There has been some progress in 
the removal of stereotypes from 
school-books. Studies being done 
for the kibbutz movement and at 
Haifa University have resulted in 
pamphlets issued to educators to 
beware of putting too much em- 
phasis on the "manly” boy or depicting 
die little girl as stupid, spoiled and 
non-instrumental. But on the whole, 
Bat-Oren is not satisfied with what is 
happening in the area of women's 
issues today. 

“Unfortunately. I see a regression 
in most areas. The girls in their long 
dresses looking like little women 
from the Victorian age, the girl baby 


in her pram already wearing ear- 
rings so she can't even have the 
option of being a lady or a tom-bov. 

„ “The situation today is eating 
women up/’ she declares. "If they're 
only at home, they are under so 
much pressure to be perfect home- 
makers and they make such a big 
deal out of the cleaning and cooking 
instead of seeing it as a job to be got 
over with. No woman can feel fulfil- 
led making sandwiches and cleaning 
all day. No wonder there is so much 
depression among women without 
the stimulation of an interesting 
career outside the home. Women 
are too dependent psychologically 
on their husbands.” . 

^ Having broken away and di- 
$ voiced, has she found happiness? 

“Artists are never contented or 
^ happy people. There's too much 
agony in it. But I'm sane.” she 
replies. “When I was married, my 
husband designed a splendid villa. I 
asked him where my studio would be 
and he told me I could paint any- 
where in the house. I used to sit and 
write at the kitchen table until the 
family appeared for meals. Now I 
rent a tiny, two-roomed house, and 
I'm free to paint and write when I 
like."" 

Her paintings are vivid abstracts, 
but often suggesting feminist 
themes, such as a parody of God 
creating Adam, only in this case there 
are two creatures, male and female. 
Her poems too. of which the latest 
collection, Ee-Haish. meaning both 
“The Island of Man" and “The Ab- 
sence of man” has just been pub- 
lished. are on women's themes. 

“There is no feminist movement 
in Israel worthy of the name at 
the moment,” she says. 

She feels there are two important 
steps to be taken if any progress is to 
be made. First, women should be 
brought to a level of consciousness 
where they realize they are deprived. 
Secondly, an actual change in laws, 
which hopefully will follow on the 
findings of the P.M.'s commission on 
the status of women, will take place. 

But as for the movement. “I'm 
waiting for the young women to 
take over. Frankly, I'm tired of fight- 
ing.”

London recently com- 
pleted a similar seminar series for 
Anglia Television, thus reaching a 
much wider audience than that 
which she usually counsels.

“Models know how to camouf- 
lage" says London, and proves just 
how well they do it with ideal dotbes 
and cosmetics in a series of photo- 
graphs in the book. 

A decidedly Plain Jane, sans 
make-up, who normally wouldn't 
rate a second look, is dramatically 
transformed into a raving beauty. 
The reader is shown the step-by-step 
process, and later in the book is 
presented with illustrated guidelines 
on the rights and wrong of what to 
wear. 

One could well ask whether all this 
bother is really worth the effort. 
London's argument is that by and 
large people are judged by first im- 
pressions. If you oake a bad impress- 
ion the first time around, you may 
lose aD important opportunity. 

London's mono is: “It’s not the 
best looking women who are 
noticed, but die women who look 
best.” G.F.C.

CONTRARY to accepted theories, 
the final six months of pregnancy can 
be as risky for the mental develop- 
ment of the human fetus as the first 
three months, since the fetus' brain 
continues to develop significantly 
throughout pregnancy - and even 
following birth. 

These and other findings are de- 
tailed in a new book edited by Dr. 
Joseph Yanai of the Department of 
Anatomy and Embryology of the 
Hebrew University-Hadassah 
Medical School. The book, entitled 
Neurobchavioural Teratology, is the 
first woiic entirely devoted” to that 
new science. 

Since the nervous system of the 
fetus continues developing through- 
out pregnancy and even after birth, 
such factors as the mother's expo- 
sure during the entire pregnancy to 
even small quantities of drugs, medi- 
cine and heavy metals, as well as her 
nervous condition and hormonal ba- 


lance, her diet - including vi tamin 
intake - and various environmental 
factors can cause irregularities in the 
development of the fetus' brain and 
future behaviour, pajticulary of the 
type that are not immediately detect- 
able. 

Neurobchavioural teratology de- 
veloped from the science of teratolo- 
gy - the study of abnormalities aris- 
ing in prenatal development- which 
itself received impetus from the 
“thalidomide babies" phenomenon 
more than two decades ago, which 
dramatically demonstrated the 
effect medicines taken by pregnant 
women can have on developing 
fetuses. 

Over the years, researchers have 
concluded that in addition to ob- 
vious birth defects, there are also 
many small defects in mental de- 
velopment and/or behaviour which 
can occur and are detectable only as 
the child develops, such as a lowered 


IQ. difficulty in establishing inter- 
personal relationships, problems in 
mental concentration, hyperactivity 
or impaired motoric ability. Such 
damage is often difficult to detect 
because in many instances it appears 
not as an abnormality but rather as 
below average performance within 
the normal range. 

Yanai’s book - written for both 
specialists and laymen - is not only a 
summation of what is known by 
scientists but an attempt to spur on 
the next stage of development in this 
• field: exploring the connection be- ' 
tween damage in childen and the 
factors which cause it, in order to 
reduce such damage as much as 
possible or eliminate it entirely. This 
is particularly crucial in cases where 
certain drug treatments are essential 
or when exposure to potentially 
harmful material is unavoidable.

TEL AVIV, - Bank fuer Gemein- 
wirischaft (BFG) of Frankfurt and 
Bank Hapoalim have invested 
DM28 million to increase the capital 
of Israel Continental Bank, it was 
announced here this week. 

The West German bank, one of 
the country's largest, has invested 
DMIOm. and Bank Hapoalim 
DM 18m. in the joint venture which 
was established in 1974 to facilitate 
Israel’s growing worldwide trade. Its 
special emphasis is on fostering com- 
mercial ties between Israel and the 
EEC, in general, and the Federal 
Republic of Germany, in particular. 

The decision by Bank fuer 
Gemeinwinschaft to increase its in- 
vestment in the Israel Continental 
Bank is seen as confirming its in- 
volvement in the expanding activi- 
ties of the Israel-based bank, and in 
strengthening Israeli-West German 
commercial lies. 


Dr. Walter Hesselbach is board 
chairman of the Israel Continental 
Bank. Go-deputy chairmen are 
Giora Gazit, chairman of 
Hapoalim ‘s board of management, 
and Dr. Rolf Krueger, joint manag- 
ing director of BFG, West Germany. 

The two banks expect the in- 
creased capital to contribute to im- 
proved profits for the Israel Con- 
tinental Bank, which reported net 
profits for 1984, adjusted for infla- 
tion, of IS36.9m- (DM182,000). 

The bank's balance sheet for 1984 
showed an equity of IS7.2 billion 
(DM35. 4m.) - compared to IS1.5b. 
(DM 7.4m.) at the end of the pre- 
vious year, resulting in an equity to 
assets ratio of 6.2% as of December 
31. 1984. The assets of Israel Con- 
tinental Bank as of that date reached 
ISlI5.7b. (DM570m.). with more 
than 90% of its balance sheet in 
foreign currency. 


VW triples profits in first quarter 


WOLFSBURG (Reuter). - West 
Germany’s multi-national carmaker 
Volkswagen nearly tripled earnings 
in the first three months of the year, 
after surging back to profit last year 
for the first time since 1981. 

Chief executive Carl Hahn told a 
news conference the group earned 
DM140 million (S45m. ) over the first 
quarter, well above only DM51m. 
($16.5m.) in the same period in 
I9R4. 

Volkswagen made a profit of near- 
ly DM228m. (573.5m.) last year, 
from after-tax losses of DM215m. 
($69m.) in 19S3. 

The company said good business 
in the U.S.. coupled with a con- 
tinuing trend for buyers to spend 
more on luxury cars and extra equip- 
ment. helped boost sales to 


DM45.67 billion (S15b.), a 14% in- 
crease over 1983 sales. 

Volkswagen now produces its 
most famous model, the beetle, only 
in Mexico and Brazil. 

Hahn said China is now pushing 
for the production target date of the 
Santana model at the Volkswagen 
plant near Shanghai to be brought 
forward from 30,000 cars annually 
by 1987. 

NOBEL. - The prize money 
awarded to Nobel laureates this year 
will be increased by 150,000 crowns 
(516,000) to compensate foj the de- 
clining value of the Swedish curren- 
cy. the Nobel Foundation said in 
Stockholm last week. In dollar 
terms the value of the award will 
remain nearly unchanged at 
5199,000. 


Bezek earned $57.6m. 
from overseas calls 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Long-distance calls made to Israel 
earned Bezek, the public telecom- 
munications company, $57.6 million 
in foreign currency last year, com- 
pared to just $42m. in 1983. 

Net income for overseas calls is 
calculated after the money paid to 
other countries for calls made from 
Israel is deducted. 

Israelis can dial directly to about 
half a billion phone subscribers in 50 
countries. There is a telex connec- 
tion with a million subscribers 
abroad as well. 


Joint tehina factory

TEL AVIV. - Koor (Foods I and 
Araf e!-Rushdi, of the Arab village 
of Um-el-Fahm in the north, have 
jointly set up a factory to produce 20 
tons of tehina (sesame seed paste) a 
month. Some 5300,000 was invested 
in ihe undertaking which is the first 
venture by Koor owner Hevrat 
Ha'Ovdim "in its effort to introduce 
industrialization in Arab and Druse 
villages.

A Lloyd’s syndicate to cease 
trading after big losses 


LONDON (Reuter). - A Lloyd’s 
insurance syndicate last week 
announced it was to cease trading by 
the end of this year, in what may 
prove to be one of the biggest fai- 
lures in Lloyd's 300- year history. 

Richard Beckett Underwriting 
Agencies (RBUA) said losses incur- 
red by the syndicates it manages at 
Lloyd's had severely impaired its 
ability to continue in business. 

Industry sources said the losses, 
relating to 1982. could amount to 
£100 million (5120m.) and that 1983 
and 1984, whose results are not yet 
available, could bring more bad 
news. 

RBUA last month informed the 
400 members of the three syndicates 
it manages that “substantial provi- 
sions for losses" would be necessary. 

Under Lloyd's rules each member 


of a sydicate. including those who 
have merely invested in it and take 
no active part in its business, has 
unlimited liability for its losses.

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LEXINGTON. Kentucky (AP). - 
One lives in near anonymity in 
Japan. The other is the world's most 
prized stallion, who at the age of 24 
books 35 mares a year and receives 
fan mail from horse-crazed teen- 
agers. 

They are Chateaugay and North- 
ern Dancer, oldest living winners of 
the Kentucky Derby. 

Chateaugay, a 9-1 shot, won 
America's most famous horse race in 
1963. Northern Dancer, who be- 
came the hero of Canada by running 
a record two minutes as a 2 -year-old, 
won the Derby in 1964. Now he's the 
hero of the entire thoroughbred 
world, having sired 111 stakes win- 
ners. an English triple crown winner 
and numerous champions. 

Their retirements couldn't have 
been more different. 

Northern Dancer’s offspring are 
the most prized in racing, coman ding 
lop prices every summer. One of his 
sons, Snaafi Dancer, was sold for 
$ 10 . 2 m. two years ago and has yet to 
race.

At the Arab township of Tamra in 
the Western GaJflee a football “hap- 
pening” will take place this after- 
noon, when the most famous Arab 
players in Israel will join top Jewish 
players and rhe best of che local 
footballers in a ‘mixed match”, the 
* firs? of its kind. 

The goal is to promote better 
understanding among Arab and 
Jewish sportsmen. Participating in 
this exhibition of entente will be 
Rifat “Jimmy” Turk and Zahi 
Armeli, who both played for Israel 
against Sweden last Wednesday, the 
star Beduin defender Shafik el 
Huzeil, of Maccabi Petah Tikva, and 
Asmi Nasser, of Hapoel Haifa. Play- 
ing with them, or against them, at 
Tamra will be Moshe Selektor and 
Ronnie Rosenthal, both of Maccabi 
Haifa. Nimrod Dreifuss. the Hapoel 
Tel Aviv veteran, and other Nation- 
al League players who will streng- 
then the Tamra teams. 

Why is this game being played at 
Tamra, a town of 18,000 Moslems? 
Because it was there thpr the Interns 
for Peace organization started its 
activities in 1976 for building bridges 
of Arab- Jewish cooperation. In Ara- 
bic, the IFP is named Baraem Assa- 

laam, which means Buds for Peace. 

Rabbi Bruce Cohen, the interna- 
tional director of the IFP, who 
parted company from his community 
at New Haven, Connecticut, and 
came to Israel in 1978 to work speci- 
fically to improve Arab-Jewish rela- 
tions, said sport was now one of the 
major means of promoting Arab- 
Jewish cooperation. The livewares 
behind the IFP’s sports surge are 
Rifat Turk, born in Jaffa, now play- 
ing for Hapoel Jerusalem, and 
“Niramy” Dreifuss, of Hapoel Tel 
Aviv, a formner kibbutzrtik of Givat 
Haim (Ichud). 

Dreifuss, who played both water- 
polo and soccer for Israel, related 
that he and Turk became close 
friends when they both played for 
Hapoel Tel Aviv. "TTie Arab players 
in die first division teams or in the 
national squad suffer absolutely no 
discrimination and are judged solely 
on their ability as players”, Nimmv 
said. “Jimmy was one of the most 
popular footballers ever at Hapoel.” 
The same applies, according to 
Dreifuss to the Jewish footballers 
playing in Arab teams in lower 
leagues. These include teams in 
Shferam, Tamra, Bakrei-Gharbiya. 
Taibe, Kfar Kassem, Jaljuliya, Acre 
and Jaffa. Some of these Arab dubs 
have engaged Jewish coaches. The 
pri nting of Arab and Jews playing 
for the same soccer team has led to 
strong ties between dubs, and, when 
Maccabi Haifa persuaded Shfaram 
to part with Zahi Armeli, to Haifa 
players went to the Shafaram team in 
part exchange. 

On the other hand, there have 
been tensions in lower leagues when 
Arab ft***"* met Jewish teams.

and off the pitch have been narrowly 
avoided. It is precisely to counter 
such situations that the sportsmen of 
the Interns for Peace can play a 
valuable role. 

"The Football Association is 
doing tbe minimum onl> in this 
field,” Dreifuss said. "This is a field 
that requires a special effort." he 
added. 

The presence of Rifat T urk, who is 
a hero among Israeli Arabs, and is 
very popular among Jewish players 
can defuse ven quickly any potential 
dynamite in a match between Arab 
and Jewish teams. 

"The ideal w'ould be to have a 
person trained in Arab-Jewish com- 
munity relations to work for the 
Israel Football Association and 
other sports bodies to foster respect 
and friendly relations between Arab 
and Jewish teams." says Cohen. 

Despite the occasional tempers 
that flare in sports clashes, the rela- 
tionship between Israel's Arabs and 
Jewish sportsmen has been remark- 
ably free of tensions and racial pre- 
judice. When a policeman was abu- 
sive to Jimmy Turk, making a slur at 
his being Arab, at the entrance to the 
Hapoel basketball stadium in Tel 
Aviv, Hapoel Tel Aviv lodged an 
official complaint with the Police. 
Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
phoned Turk to apologize on behalf 
of the Police. 

That friendship between Arab and 
Jewish players is important to the 
sportsmen themselves is indicated by 
the many phone calls received at the 
IFP offices in Tel Aviv and Tamra 
from Arab and Jewish athletes, play- 
ing in different leagues, who wanted 
to play at Tamra. or at least to be 


included in future mixed Arab- 
Jewish sports events. 

Football is the most popular of all 
sports among Israeli Arabs, folowed 
by "heavy sports" like weightlifting, 
wrestling and boxing. "But basket- 
ball is "coming in’." says Dreifuss, 
and Steve Maloric has been running 
clinics under IFP auspices. When 
recently it was announced that Malo- 
vjc and Steve Shlechter w'ere to run a 
basketball clinic at Kiryat Ata with 
the Tamra community centre's play- 
ers invited, the Arab and Jewish 
coaches each planned on recruiting 
I!U boys at the most. The workshop 
attracted MW participants. Instruc- 
tion was both in Hebrew and Arabic. 

During the summer of this year 
IFP plans mixed regional summer 
camps where the accent will be on 
sports. These will include the tradi- 
tional aspects of hiking, camping and 
treasure hunts, but will be highlight- 
ed by the appearance of top Arab 
and Jewish names in Tsraef sport. led 
by Jimmy and Nimmy. 

Arab and Jewish boys, who de- 
monstrate outstanding ulem in soc- 
cer will be invited to a five day clinic 
where they will be coached by pro- 
fessionals. There will be five such 
sessions will 100 boys at each, the 
IFP announced. Every high school in 
Israel will be asked to send at least 
one of its best soccer players. 

The efforts of the IFP, which now 
has 14 full time fully trained field 
workers, are gaining foundation and 
individual support from the U.S.. 
Latin America and European coun- 
tries. Today’s event at Tamra is 
being financed by Jean and Robert 
Amow of New York, who are ex- 
pected to be present at the game.

THE TRIAL of the defendants of the Jewish terror organiza- 
tion has not drawn much attention during the past few months. 
What started off last year as one of the most startling and, 
indeed, frightening revelations with the mass arrests of several 
dozen leading members of Gush Emunim. has become a 
routine affair. 

In a number of cases, mainly involving second rank defen- 
dants, there has been plea bargaining, thus shortening their 
court proceedings. As a result, some of these accused got off 
with relatively light sentences, although there were cases where 
the Supreme Court, on appeal by the State, increased the 
penalty. 

To the extent that public attention focused recently on the 
Jewish terror trial defendants, it was mostly because their 
political and religious supporters demanded improved jail 
conditions for them, such as more frequent prison visits and 
home leave on Jewish holidays and family celebrations. 

Last week's publication of the statement given to the police - 
and admitted by the Jerusalem District Court - by the leading 
defendant in the Jewish terror trial, Menahem Livni, came 
therefore as a timely reminder of the enormity of their crime 
and of the grave public issues which are at stake. 

The gravity of Livni’s statement lies in the fact that he named 
the foremost spiritual leaders of the Gush Emunim settlement 
movement and other prominent rabbis as having been con- 
sulted and informed at the various stages of the plans and 
activities of the Jewish terror organization. Even if one allows 
for the unique predicament in which the leading defendant in 
the Jewish terror trial might have found himself when making 
his statement, it is unthinkable that a God-fearing man like 
Menahem Livni, who. among other leading roles, was the 
chairman of the Society for the Re-establishment of Jewish 
Settlement in Hebron, should have invoked the names of 
leading rabbis without sufficient ground. 

One ought to recall the public outcry last year when the 
police called in for questioning Rabbi Eliezer Waldman, who 
has since become a Knesset Member of the Tehiya party, and 
Rabbi Moshe Levinger. Leading rabbis, among them former 
Chief Rabbi Ovadia Yosef, claimed that if the police want to 
question a religious spiritual leader of the stature of Rabbi 
Waldman, who is also the head of the Kiryat Arba yeshiva, they 
should come to see him. In any case, the tone of these protests 
clearly implied that the mere notion of Rabbi Waldman having 
been involved in any form in Jewish terror activities was 
outrageous. 

At the time, it was not stated publicly that both Rabbi 
Waldman and Rabbi Levinger had one of their sons-in-law 
among the Jewish terror suspects. In the light of Menahem 
Livni's statement, this may not have been quite coincidental. 

As far as the broader public and political issues are con- 
cerned. it is immaterial whether the Jerusalem District Court 
will confirm the veracity of Menahem Livni’s confession, in 
which case Rabbis Waldman and Levinger may yet face legal 
proceedings. With the Jewish terror trial again in the focus of 
public attention, it is vital that leading rabbis and religious 
authorities, not to speak of political leaders of the national 
camp, come out at last with open condemnation of the kind of 
murderous acts which the Jewish terror defendants are said to 
have committed. 

Their conspicuous silence, so far, has only served to engen- 
der public support for such terror acts and is likely to encourage 
similar outrages in the future.

this late date we ask you, do not 
dishonour the martyrs, do not go." 

Fifteen New York state legislators 
who arrived in Luxembourg, just 
over the border near Bitburg, called 
news organizations to say tbey would 
also stage a protest near the cemet- 
ery. 

The son of the late leader of 
Bergen-Belsen survivors, Joseph 
(Yossele) Rosensaft. and the found- 
ing chairman of the International 
Network of Children of Jewish 
Holocaust Survivors, said Reagan's 
visit to Bitburg would mean a sort of 
rehabilitation of tbe SS. Rosensaft 
was on his way to Germany where 
some 40 members of bis organization 
planned to demonstrate at the camp. 

Rosensaft said that as of yesterday 
all demonstrators were barred from 
approaching the Bergen-Belsen site. 
''TTiis is the first time that survivors 
are kept away from a ceremony of 
this nature. But we will have our 
demonstration - after the president 
leaves,” he said. 

Local authorities of Lower Sax- 
ony, where Belsen is located, were 
extremely cooperative with his 
group. .

the escalation of Green Line hostili- 
ties could spark sectarian bloodshed 
across the country. 

Hamadeh told “The Voice of the 
Nation" radio station in Beirut "the 
battle would not be confined to 
Beirut.

Meanwhile, Christian rebel leader 
Samir Jeajea widely blamed for 
igniting fighting around Sidon by 
sending fighters against Moslems 
and Palestinians there, was readmit- 
ted to the Christian Phalange Party 
last week in an attempt to heal the 
rift bis revolt caused in March. 

Christian political sources in 
Beirut said formation of a “salvation 
committee" last week reuniting the 
Phalange with chiefs of the Christian 
"Lebanese Forces’ militia, some of 
whom have past links with Israel, 
was only a first step. 


But there is uncertainty over the 
committee’s status and the inten- 
tions of jeajea, who defiantly told 
reporters last week: "Every inch of 
land will be returned to its owner by 
force... every drop of blood will be 
paid for dearly." 

Displaying un diminished hostility 
to Syria, he also accused Damascus 
of breaking a promise to defend 
Christians near Sidon. 

But a rebel source said Jeajea's 
inclusion in the new committee, 
along with four other rebel leaders, 
meant his reinstatement in the party 
which expelled him just before his 
March 12 revolt. 

“Syria can no longer call him a 
dissident.” the source said. 

The committee, which Jeajea's 
official spokesman has said i$ to 
reorganize the Phalange, will give 
Jeajea his first chance to take over 
the party from the inside, the source 
said.

Patrick Buchanan, has denied some 
strongly implied suggestions of anti- 
Semitism on his part in supposedly 
influencing Reagiui to keep the Bit- 
burg visit on his schedule. 

Buchanan, a former speech writer 
for president Richard Nixon, was 
reported by NBC News on Thursday 
night as having been seen at a key 
White House meeting on Bitburg 
repeatedly writing the phrase “suc- 
cumbing to the pressure of the 
Jews." 

NBC News quoted Buchanan as 
saying that it was “utterly absurd to 
believe that something he wrote on a 
piece of paper represents his views." 

In Paris, several hundred people, 
many of them former World War n 
resistance members or deportees, 
demonstrated near the U.S. Embas- 
sy yesterday to show their indigna- 
tion at Reagan’s Bitburg stop. 

Meanwhile, the women of Bit- 
burg, saying they are hurt by world 
reaction to Reagan's visit, yesterday 
laid flowers by the graves of all 2.000 
soldiers buried at the cemetery. 

Bright bunches of spring blooms 
decked the small stone name pla- 
ques, including those of the 49 Waf- 
fen SS soldiers that have sparked a 
storm of outrage over Reagan's visit.

UNDER the conditions of continual 
conflict, and the continuing Palesti- 
nian desire to attack Israel by violent 
means, a key question is how our 
enemies see the effects of their vio- 
lence and its price. For this reason 
the Palestinian perspective of the 
effectiveness and value of their vio- 
lent acts, and of Israel's retributive 
attacks since the 1950’s, has had an 
important place in Israeli decision- 
making. 

Arab propaganda has always tried 
to present military defeats as succes- 
ses - or at least as failures of Israel to 
I achieve its goals. The fact that Israeli 
| forces on reprisal raids almost al- 
ways returned home before dawn 
allowed the Arabs to represent the 
raids as having been rebuffed 
heroically by their forces. However, 
the possibilities of presenting these 
raids as “victories" were limited.. 
After particularly effective Israeli 
attacks, the Arabs found it difficult 
to justify their losses and to present 
the events as successful. In the long 
run public opinion in the Arab states 
(not to mention policymakers and 
army circles) knew Towards which 
side the scale tilted in these raids. 
This situation forced the Israel De- 
fence Forces to take great care to 
ascertain that the balance of success 
should be heavily and unambiguous- 
ly in our favour. Success had not only 
to be achieved, but to be clearly seen 
to be achieved. 

Actions such as the destruction of 
the Khan Yunis police headquarters 
and the clearing of the north-eastern 
bank of the Sea of Galilee at the end 
of 19SS are examples of raids that left 
a clean impression of their success 
and sent a strong message of deterr- 
ence. On the other hand, the attack 
on the Kalkilya police headquarters 
in October 1956 had ambiguous and 
uncertain results, and from this point 
of view was therefore a failure. 

The classic example of an Israeli 


THE CABINET’S decision to set up 
an “inner cabinet" with wide powers 
need not necessarily lead to constitu- 
tional problems but will undoubted- 
ly create political problems, accord- 
ing to legal sources in Jerusalem. 

The only constitutional issue 
which has become obvious so far - 
and which has already been aired in 
discussion of the inner cabinet prop- 
osal - is that of collective responsibil- 
ity. 

Paragraph four of the Basic Law: 
Government says: The Government 
is collectively 'responsible to the 
Knesset. 

This was written into the law to 
combat the phenomenon, which sur- 
faced several times over the years, of 
ministers claiming they were not 
responsible for those cabinet deci- 
sions they had spoken or voted 
against in the cabinet, or which had 
bwn taken during their absence. 

A number of ministers have said 
that since the inner cabinet proposal 
denies them all voice during the 
shaping and passing of derisions and 
all appeal against those decisions, 
unless their appeal is allowed, they 
could not logically be expected to 
assume responsibility. 

The underlying idea behind the 
inner cabinet proposal is to give form 
to the electoral equilibrium of June 
1984 between the two main blocs, 
the Alignment and the Likud, while 


tactical success that became a 
Palestinian victory in the deterrence 
battle is the .iction at Karameh. As 
pan of Israel's struggle with the 
terrorist organizations and their 
bases in Jordan, the IDF attacked 
the village of Karameh. north-east of 
the Allenby Bridge, which had be- 
come. during 196S. one of the cen- 
tres of terrorism. __ 

The village was taken by IDF 
forces with relative ease and cleared 
of resistance. Many terrorists were 
killed or captured and their fortifica- 
tions were destroyed. In spite of this, 
the Palestinians managed to turn this 
village into one of the central sym- 
bols in the mythology of PLO victor- 
ies. The fact that Israeli tanks be- 
came embroiled in an unnecessary 
battle with Jordanian armour along 
the Jericho- Amman road and were 
forced to leave tanks and armoured 
vehicles behind, and (he fact that the 
IDF withdrew from the village when 
its mission had been accomplished - 
these were transformed in Palesti- 
nian consciousness imo an IDF de- 
feat and a success on the part of their 
own force in repelling ihc invader. In 
Karameh the IDF hud a local and 
transient success, which became a 
pyrrhic victory through its failure to 
create the necessary deterrent ef- 
fect. and through the Palestinians’ 
transformation of it in the propagan- 
da war into a lever used to raise their 
morale and tc redouble their 
attacks. 

rN FULL-SCALE wars between 
organized armies, the central factor 
of importance is the physical result 
(capturing territory, destroying 
enemy power). In other types of 
warfare, and especially against non- 
regular. guerrilla forces connected

to populist movements, the physical 
result has usually only a marginal 
importance, which is mainly symbo- 
lic. The moral result and conscious- 
ness of the result decide the value of 
the action and its historic signifi- 
cance. 

Consequently, we have no choice 
but to brand the final phase of he 
Lebanon War as a striking failure on 
Israel's part. There is no escaping 
the fact that the Shi’ites, and along- 
side them all of Israel's enemies on 
the Arab side (and primarily the 
Palestinian terrorist organizations) , 
see the IDF's withdrawal from i 
Southern Lebanon as forced upon it ; 
by violent attacks on its forces over [ 
the past two years. Whether this - 
perspective is objectively justified or ] 
not, it may be assumed that the i 
Shi’ites will trumpet the exit of the « 
last IDF soldier from Lebanon a s a i 
great victory. s 

Though it is clear to us that the < 
IDF is leaving Lebanon first and 1 
foremost because Israel has no in- f 
terest in bolding Lebanese territory 1 
for any length of time, it would be i 
difficult to deny the fact that the c 
Shi'ite guerrilla "activity speeded up 
the withdrawal and assisted those 1 
who wanted to leave in tilting the t 
scales in favour of the exodus. I 

It is no secret that in the first votes 1 
in the national unity government on ^ 
this issue, many voices were heard F 
opposing a unilateral withdrawal, s: 
and even Shimon Peres and Yitzhak 
Rabin had not originally intended to ^ 
leave before tbe end of this summer. E 
but following the bloody attacks in b 
the winter, the withdrawal was 
brought forward to the end of May. L 
The overwhelming support for e. 
Rabin's proposal to leave as early as b 


possible is closely linked to the 
attacks the IDF has suffered over the 
past few months. The fact that Israel 
never intended to remain in Leba- 
non has no bearing on the matter, 
since guerrilla operations, by their 
very nature, attempt to influence the 
decision-making of tbe enemy. The 
Israeli government wavered for 
three years before it finally was 
forced into a dear and unambiguous 
policy by the Shi'ite attacks. 

In any event, even if we question 
this interpretation of the seguence of 
events, what is essential for this 
discussion is the undoubted fact that 
the Arabs will draw the partly - but 
not wholly - correct conclusion that 
violence is fruitful in the long run. 
But this condusion Ms wide of the 
mark, for violent means can only 
succeed when there is a theoretical 
willingness on Israel’s behalf to 
accede - a situation which does not 
exist in other areas in which acts of 
terrorism are perpetrated. Howev- 
er. the revived illusion created by the 
Lebanese experience may cause an 
intensification of attempted attacks 
on the IDF on other fronts. 

THE MAJORITY of the critics of 
the Lebanon war place much of the 
blame on then defence minister 
Ariel Sharon and prime minister 
Menachem Begin, but from the 
point of .view we have been discus- 
sing. their successors. Prime Minis- 
ter Shamir and Defence Minister 
Moshe Arens, must take the blame 
no less for the effect on the future 
balance of violence and deterrence. 

The IDF s prolonged presence in 
Lebanon caused great damage and 
exacted a heavy toll in various ways, 
but the mistakes made in connection 


with the balance of deterrence, are 
perhaps as damaging as the war 
itself. Had the IDF left immediatdy 
after the exit of the PLO from Beirut 
in September 1982, the war would 
at least have been an operational 
success, and we would, have spared 
ourselves the awful damage to the 
internal morale of the IDF, as wen as 
the illusions described above. Tbe 
blindness and hesitations of the 
Likud government brought a bo® 
the irresponsible dawdling, whose 
terrible consequences we will hate 
to suffer for years to come. 

This interpretation points to the 
fact that the national unity govern-, 
ment also made a mistake in de- 
laying the withdrawal for almost 
eight unnecessary months. If it was 
possible to bring forward the pro- 
jeeted withdrawal from September 
to the end of May. nothing should 
have prevented our leaving by last 
December. The hesitations of the 
Peres-Rabin government and their 
doomed attempts to reach an agree- 
ment as a precondition to withdraw- 
al prolonged our wallowing in the 
Lebanese mud and contributed 
admittedly marginally, to the deba- 
cle. 

We must all hope that we are now 
reaching the end of this sad chapter 
in our history, but the lessons to be 
learnt from our prolonged stay in 
Lebanon (and not only the lessons of 
the war itself) indicate that only a 
complete severance from direct in- 
volvement in Lebanon may restore 
the balance of deteTTence between 
the IDF and the guerrilla warfare 
against us. Any attempt to intervene 
or to become involved in Southern 
Lebanon will prevent us from point- 
ing to the IDFs ability to succeed 
even against irregular warfare.

cancelling out the weight of all the 
other parties in the national unity 
coalition. 

Today there is no clear and pre- 
dictable balance between the Align- 
ment and tbe Likud since the small 
parties are quite likely to be swayed 
one way or the other in the cabinet as 
a result of pressures, inducements or 
expectations. The vacillations of the 
small parties were highlighted in the 
case of Minister without Portfolio 
Ezer Weizman's trip to Egypt earlier 
this month. The Alignment was 
solidly for the trip, and the Likud 
was solidly against it. Had the poli- 
tical game remained “a draw" in this 
way, Weizroan would not have gone 
to Egypt. 

However, two ministers repre- 
senting small parties voted one way 
on the Sunday and another way on 
the Monday, thus enabling the prime 
minister to get his majority for Weiz- 
man's mission. The two were the 
National Religious Party's Religious 
Affairs Minister Yosef Bure and

Ometz' Minister without Portfolio 
Yigael Hurvitz. The NRP has four 
Knesset members in the national 
unity coalition, while Ometz has 
only one. 

Had the scales not been tipped in 
this manner between the two big 
coalition partners, the inner cabinet 
proposal, which had been agreed 
upon in principle during the coali- 
tion negotiations between the Likud 
and the Alignment, might not have 
been codified so urgently as it was as 
a result of Likud insistence. The 
Likud, feeling cheated, demanded 
its pound of flesh. 

THE INNER cabinet concept, 
which the Alignment pushed 
through last year, in order to put a 
spoke In the Likud's wheel, over 
settlement in the areas, is now being 
used by the Likud in order to put a 
spoke in the Alignment's wheel, 
over any and every issue. 

The inner cabinet could easily be- 
come a recipe for deadlock, legal 


sources say, even though it was pre- 
sented as a means of reassuring each 
of the two big parties that the other 
would not outmaneuver it by man- 
ipulating enough small parties to 
secure a majority in the full cabinet. 

A body equivalent in some ways to 
the inner cabinet has existed since 
rhe coalition was created, in the form 
of a ten-man Ministerial Defence 
Committee. The Alignment had five 
men on this committee and the 
Likud had five so the two parties 
maintained their equilibrium and did 
not grant the small parties any reprer 
sentation. 

But the inner cabinet, it seems, 
differs significantly from the Min- 
isterial Defence Committee. 

The inner cabinet has far wider 
powers, a far broader agenda and 
much more independence from the 
full cabinet's apron-strings. 

While most of the inner cabinet's 
deliberations will be a follow-up of 
the work of the previous Ministerial 
Defence Committee and hence rep- 


resent a positive executive function, 
there will always be room for a 
negative function leading to political 
frustration and public discord. 

Tbe moment the Alignment or the 
Likud fears it would be outvoted on 
an important national issue, it can 
take that issue to the inner cabinet 
and prevent the other side from 
getting its way. In the inner cabinet, 
therefore. the dog in the manger will 
be the top dog. 

Although some observers have 
noted that the inner cabinet's crea- 
tion could weaken the principle of 
governmental accountability to the 
parliament, such accountability has 
always been honoured more in tbe 
breach than in the observance in 
Israel. 

In simple terms, governments in 
Israel relied on their parliamentary 
majorities to rubber-stamp their 
proposals without inquiring too ! 
closely into the details. Accountabil- 
ity became a realistic issue in the past 
when a government’s parliamentary 
majority started crumbling from 
within. 

Hence the creation of the inner 
cabinet will not affect the tradition 
whereby a vote of confidence, and 
not a process of reporting and en- 
dorsement. are what assures a gov- 
ernment's continued existence .

TEACHING ENGLISH 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - David Rosenstein’s com- 
ments (April 21) on the implied 
criticism by Shlom.o Gazit of the 
teaching of English as a foreign lan- 
guage at Ben-Gurion University are 
well taken. They do not, however, 
go far enough. Gazit betrays an 
alarming lack of understanding of 
the purpose of EFL teaching at uni- 
versity. What a student may learn 
while abroad is spoken English, a 
subject in itself, and only incidental 
to tile B.-G.U. programme, which 
has reading comprehension as its 
prime concern. 

Israeli students attend lectures, 
perform work and write exams in 
Hebrew, but must read texts in En- 
glish. For this they do not need 
speaking or even writing skills. What 
they do require is the ability to read 
efficiently, to analyse, to summarize. 


to question and to understand the 
form and purpose of written pas- 
sages-in short, to think. This skill is 
rarely t3ught in the school system 
and it is often only in EFL courses 
that time and effort can be expended 
on its development. 

The crux of the problem lies in the 
unwarranted contempt in which 
EFL is often held by other depart- 
ments and university administrators 
because, although much research is 
undertaken, its emphasis is, heaven 
help us, on teaching. Until they 
recognize that EFL gives the student 
vastly more than mere competence 
in reading English, it will continue to 
be treated as the poor relation of the 
university family of departments, 
and many will continue to use it as a 
scapegoat for their own failures.

Sir, - Hasn't the time come for the 
Israel government to appoint an offi- 
cial and objective commission of 
inquiry into the Lebanese war? Over 
600 of our sons fell in Lebanon. 
Many of us find it hard to rid 
ourselves of the fear that they fell in 
’'ain. Bereaved parents have ex- 
pressed the same feeling: one would 
think that this in itself is sufficient 
cause in a democratic society like 
ours to take the only step which can 
clear tbe air. 

The prime minister claims he is 
looking forward, not backward. If he 
is referring to the national welfare, 
fair enough. If. however, party poli- 
tical interests are involved here, then 
Shimon Peres should know that hun- 
dreds of bereaved families override 
political calculations: and surely our 
future depends on our ability in 


matters of life and death to learn and 
apply the lessons of the past. 

The motivation of any individual 
or group is bound to be suspect 
insofar as they object to an inquiry. 
Would those who recently voted for 
an inquiry into the murders of Chaim 
Arlcsoroff in June 1933 dare to 
oppose an inquiry into one of the 
most traumatic events in the 37 years 
of Israel’s independence? 

Now that our soldiers are finally 
leaving Lebanese soil, let the prime 
minister, the government and the 
Knesset support the implementation 
of the suggestion to appoint the 
inquiry commission. If those re- 
sponsible are reluctant to do so, 
public opinion should be mobilized 
in order to compel them to accept 
their responsibilities.
